2. In section 1 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (here-

4. In section 25 of the principal Act, in its application to the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir, after sub-section (2), the following sub-section 
shall be inserted, namely: — 


“(3) (a) References to the commencement of this Act in this 
section shall be construed as references to the commencement of the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Act, 1971. 


(b) For the avoidance of doubt, it is hereby declared that the 
provisions of sub-section ( 2 ) shall be without prejudice to the pro¬ 
visions contained in section 6 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 which 10 of 1897. 
shall also apply to the repeal of the corresponding law in force in 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir as if such corresponding law had 
been an enactment. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954, extends to the whole 
of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 

2. To secure uniform application of the Act which would enable the 
Government of Jammu and Kashmir to prevent the sale of sub-standard 
or adulterated food containing substances which are harmful and 
poisonous and thereby protect the health of the general public it has 
been decided, with the concurrence of the Government of Jammu and 
Kashmir, to extend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954, to 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 

3. The Bill seeks to give effect to the above proposal.
